(Dr.' Frito Arlt,(DiO Hugo^Kos^mnn, Herr Otto ^hol^(^Horr)von''wl - ttgen3tein, 
(pr'j Paul\^rankcn, (Fr^Qleln Dr*^Smer, and ^r.) vonmhn, was supposed to 
have mot during Deoember, and then January, to plan the next oonforenoe, 
but tho meeting of the steering committee was repeatedly postponed, and 
as far as c ^]knew on 25 January 1956, it still had not mot.

Duhnke, Wolfgang Leonhard ("Dio 
Revolution EntlSsst Ihre Kinder"), JosepnS&holmer ("Die Toten Kehren • 
jZurGck”), published in editions of about 5»O0O copies eaob, and said he 
1 estimates that Kiepenheuer and Witsoh probably had to receive 50 per cent 
to 80 per cent of the selling price as a subsidy in order to break even 
on its political book publications. Bieir magazine, "SE3-Archiv" , £ j 
said, is fully subsidised by the Ministry for All-Gorman Affairs. 

5. C J, who is cn the alert for every possible obanoo to add to 
his prestige by additional writing and speaking assignments, has benefited 
personally from the contacts he made at the Niederbreissig conferonco of 
22-24 November 1955.
